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VORWORT 


Vor zwei Jahren wurde unser erstes Jahrbuch herausgegeben welches 
gute Aufnahme fand. Seitdem hat sich in unserer Konferenz aber ein 
manches verandert. Die Gliederzahl allein hat so bei 550 zugenommen 
und steht jetzt auf etwa 2,700, eine Zunahme von etwa 25%. Die Ab- 
wanderung aus unseren Muttergemeinden der Ostreserve und Westreserve 
nach Butler, Maryfield, Washow Bay und andere Orte hat sich verstarkt. 
Eine ganz neue Gemeinde von Chortitz nahe Swift Current in Saskatche¬ 
wan welche heute schon an 200 Glieder zahlt und eine kleinere Gemeinde 
in der Umgegend von Burns Lake, British Columbien, haben sich unserer 
Konferenz angeschlossen. Da die Kleine Gemeinde urspriinglich aus der 
Molotschna in Russland stammte, hat unsere Evangelische Konferenz jetzt 
einen mehr allmennonitischen Charakter bekommen, weil diese westlichen 
Gemeinden aus der Sommerfelder Richtung kommen welche urspriinglich 
aus der Alten Kolonie in Russland stammen. Das Evangelium vom Herrn 
Jesus Christus sollte doch alle mennonitischen Gemeinden mehr und mehr 
zur Zusammenarbeit verbinden konnen. 

'*"'4n dieser Zeit ist auch eine mexikanische Gemeinde entstanden durch 
recht intensive Missionstatigkeit unserer Konferenz. Vieles Wirken in der 
Western Gospel Mission und der Steinbacher Bibelschule findet auch in 
dics^rn Jahrbuch noch nicht genug Beachtung. 

Durch Zustimmung der Predigerschaft haben wir es gewagt ein Bild 
derselben hineinzunehmen. Die Anzahl der Prediger und Diakone hat 
wohl auch so an 50% zugenommen. Dass die meisten Berichte in der 
englischen Sprache eingeschickt wurden zeigt wohl, dass das Deutsche 
weniger gelaufig geworden ist. Vielleicht wird das Plattdeutsche schon zu 
viel in den Versammlungen gebraucht. 

Die Aufnahme der Ansprachen und Berichte unserer 1959 jahrlichen 
Konferenz, obwohl in gekiirzter Form, ist vielleicht noch zu mangelhaft 
ausgefallen. Oberhaupt ist wohl noch manches recht unvollkommen in 
fchlerhaft, welches ihr entschuldigen mochtet. Herzlich danken mochte 
ich meine Mitarbeiter im Komi tee, Prediger Archie Penner und Diakon 
Abram R. Reimer fur die geleistete Hilfe und auch andere Geschwistcr 
die sich viel Miihe machten mit Berichte schreiben und Gliederlisten so 
zu verfertigen, dass es fur den Editor weniger Arbeit sein sollte. Vielen 
Dank. 

Der Editor nimmt auch die Verantwortung dafur, dass dieses Jahrbuch 
nicht schon vor mehrere Monate herauskam. Es handelte sich um etwas 
schwere iiberwindende Hindernisse. Das Komitee hofft, dass der Herr 
auch an dieser Arbeit Wohlgefallen haben wird, und dass viel Segen 
daraus entstehen mochte.

FORWARD 


Two years ago our first Year Book was published and was 
well received. Since then many changes have taken place in our 
Conference. The membership has increased by about 550 and now 
stands at practically 2,700, which is an increase of 25% in two 
years. The number of families leaving our more densely settled 
areas around Steinbach and Morris for newer settlements at Butler, 
Maryfield and Washow Bay, has increased. A new congregation 
from Chortitz near Swift Current, Saskatchewan, with a mem¬ 
bership of over 200, and a smaller group from around Bums Lake, 
B.C. have joined our Conference. Since the E.M.C. originally 
comes from the Molotschna, Russia, and these western congrega¬ 
tions are from the Sommerfelder group, which originally come 
from the Old Colony, Russia, our Conference has taken on a more 
general Mennonite character. The gospel of the Lord Jesus Christ 
should induce all the Mennonite churches to an ever closer co¬ 
operation in the Kingdom of God. 

As a result of rather intensive missionary efforts, a Mexican 
church has been founded. Much of the work done in the Western 
Gospel Mission and the Steinbach Bible Institute will still not be 
found in this Year Book yet. 

By special permission a picture of our Ministerial Council has 
found a place in this Year Book. The number of ministers and 
deacons has increased about 50%. The fact that most of the 
reports are written in English indicates that the German has be¬ 
come less fluent in our circles. Perhaps the Low German is used 
too much at our meetings. 

The new venture of including the speeches and reports of our 
1959 Annual Conference, though in abbreviated form, is perhaps 
still imperfect. Altogether there will be much that is imperfect 
and full of mistakes which you will have to overlook and excuse. 
My hearty thanks go to my colleagues in the Committee, the 
brethren, Archie Penner and Abram R. Reimer for the unselfish 
help they gave and also to the brethren who spent many hours 
visiting reports and perfecting membership lists, to assist in this 
venture. Thank you again. 

The editor accepts full responsibility for the fact that this Year 
Book did not come out several months ago. There were a number of 
almost unavoidable difficulties to overcome. The Committee hopes 
that the Lord will be pleased with this project and that many 
blessings will arise from it.

What is 
wrong with our World Culture? There are only two religions—Chris¬ 
tianity and “Do Religion.” All men are religious. Each man believes 
in some God. The question is what or who is that God. In World 
Culture the religion is Humanism. It is man centred, leaving the 
God of the Bible out. This makes man self-sufficient. If this is what 
World Culture is, and it is the driving force behind education, largely, 
in the education of our young people, what will be the result? The 
answer is clear. 

C. What must we do with education? 

It must be dedicated to Christ. The content, purpose and its imple¬ 
mentation must be dedicated to God or else it will turn back to 
Humanism.

III. Recommendations 

Statistics forcibly point out to us how active the Roman Catholic 
Church has been in education, i.e. in building private schools. To 
evangelical Christianity this is one of the greatest challenges today. But 
few seem to see it. The great gains of Roman Catholicism in America 
must be largely attributed to their expanding and concerted program 
of education on all levels and in most areas. 

A. Acts 20. Take care of the flock. Set up spiritual watchdogs to see 
that education is in total obedience to Christ. 

1) Pastors should guide and counsel their young people in this respect. 

2) Pick spiritual young men, counsel them, leadership material for our 
conference and constituency.

C. Keep the Homes spiritual. 

D. Plan institutions of Education to protect our young people. 

E. Place safeguards in order to maintain our balance.

Stephanus war wohl der Nachste der sein Blut gab, und so 
ging es fort auf einige andere Apostel und viele andere Martyrer, die ihr 
Blut unter ihrem vorgesteckten Ziel, die ewige Krone zu erlangen, hin- 
gaben. War das Fortschritt? Der Same der Gemeinde, nahm seinen An¬ 
fang mit dem Blute Christi, und ist auch weiter durch den Samen des 
Blutes der Glaubigen erhalten geblieben. Solche Hindernisse die bis auf’s 
Blut widerstanden wurden, bildete neben den Fortschritt der Gemeinde 
Gottes. 

Glaube der Vater du lebst noch fort 
Trotz aller Feinde, Drohen und Mord. 

Das Wort hat fest gestanden, wie Jesus auch in Matth. 16, 18 zu 
Petrus gesagt hat: “Du bist Petrus und auf diesen Felsen will ich bauen 
meine Gemeinde und die Pforten der Holle sollen sie nicht uberwaltigen.” 

Fortschritt des Gemeindelebens in der Gegenwart. 

Heute flieszt wohl nicht mehr das Blut der Glaubigen um Christi 
willen. Und doch spricht Christus einmal auch zu uns in Matth. 16: 24-25: 
Will mir jemand nachfolgen der verleugne sich selbst, und nehme sein 
Kreuz auf sich und folge mir. Denn wer sein Leben erhalten will, der 
wird es verlieren; wer aber sein Leben verliert um meinet Willen, der 
wird’s finden. 

Also ist auch der Verlust unseres, Eigenwillens, Vergniigen, materielle 
Giiter und Ehre, Fortschritt im Gemeindeleben. Nur eine Gemeinde, die 
aus Glaubigen besteht, die freiwillig das Kreuz Christi auf sich nehmen 
und ihrem Heiland folgen, kann Fortschritte machen. Eltem die ihre 
Kinder in der Zucht und Vermahnung zum Herrn erziehen bilden die 
Gemeinde. Wo dieses im Heim und im Familienleben schwindet, da ver¬ 
liert sich der Fortschritt im Gemeindeleben. 
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Der Fortschritt der Gemeinde wird nur bestehen wenn er auf dem 
Worte Gottes gegriindet ist. Im Elternhause muss derselbe seinen Anfang* 
nehmen. Ganz recht anwortet unser Katechismus auf die Frage: Ist es 
notwendig, dass man die heilige Schrift von Kindheit an weiss? „Ja, denn 
wenn man die heilige Schrift von Kindheit an weiss, so kann sie uns unter- 
weisen zur Seligkeit, aber wir miissen Gott um seinen heiligen Geist bitten, 
dass derselbe unseren Verstand erleuchte.” 

Ein von der heiligen Schrift erleuchteter Verstand wird nicht ohne 
biblischen Fortschritt bleiben. 

Eine Gemeinde die so in der Furcht Gottes erzogen und mit dem 
Worte Gottes bekannt ist, wird auch in der Furcht Gottes Gemeinde- 
zucht iiben.

BIBLICAL PROGRESS IN CHRISTIAN SERVICE

I. CHRISTIANITY AND WORLD PROGRESS 

Looking at the world today we see tremendous progress, tech¬ 
nically and socially. Take for example the great medical institu¬ 
tions and schools. They show social progress. Signs of technical 
progress are: the high standard of living, new minerals, plastics, 
travel and science. 

Has Christianity made any progress? Yes it has. In Matt. 
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28:19-20 and Acts 1:8, we have outlined a systematic way for pro¬ 
gress in our Christian service, a) We are to go to the uttermost 
part of the earth to preach the Gospel, using every legitimate 
means at our diposal, b) Teach them — so that they will know, 
understand, and accept the Word, c) Baptize them — visible fruits 
of Christian service (Jno. 15:16). 


II. TYPES OF CHRISTIAN SERVICE (Rom. 12:4-8; 

1 Cor. 12:4, 27-28) 

There are four major categories of vocations we can participate 
in. They are: 1) Farmers, 2) Business, 3) Professions, 4) Labor¬ 
ers. Whatever we do must be done for God at His command. A 
note of warning must here be given. We must be careful we do 
not compromise on Christian principles in any of these areas of 
service, e.g. Joining Unions, keeping up with the Joneses. 

III. WHY CHRISTIAN SERVICE 

First, we must analyse our motivation to service. It is the 
love of Christ that constrains us (2 Cor. 5:14). i.e. Our love for 
God and for our fellowmen. The Spirit of God in our hearts also 
leads and prompts us to Christian service. Finally, the Word of 
God exhorts us to render service to God and man. (1 Jno. 3:17-18). 

Second, we must examine the principles that regulate and 
are the basis of our Christian service. Some major principles 
are: 

a) “Whatsoever a man soweth, that shall he also reap.” 
(Eph. 6:7 Matt. 7:12). 

b) We must operate on a principle of love and love alone. 
(1 Jno. 3:23, 27-28). 

c) Serve with a watchful eye, on the look-out for the deceit 
of Satan (Matt. 7:15; 1 Peter 5:8-9). 

d) The ends do not justify the means. 

e) Do everything heartily unto the Lord. (Col. 3:23) 

f) The same standard for all areas of service whether at 
home or abroad. 


CONCLUSION

A Report by Archie Penner 

The Study Committee on Education (SCOE) consists of nine 
members: George Fast of Kleefeld, Henry F. Klassen and Peter 
J. B. Reimer of Morris, Cornelius Unger and Melvin Penner of 
Blumenort, Vernon Reimer and Abram F. Wiebe of Prairie Rose, 
David P. Reimer, Secretary, of Blumenort and Archie Penner, 
chairman, of Steinbach. This committee has been elected by the 
Ministerial Council. 

It is a temporary study committee. It works closely with the 
Study Committee on Peace Problems (SCOPP), because these com¬ 
mittees have problems which overlap. SCOE endeavours to under¬ 
stand our present problems of education, counsel concerning these 
problems and seek solutions. All this has been made most necessary 
because of the present emphasis on education. 

That there are grave dangers linked with education is ap¬ 
parent. It is this, together with the great potential power which 
education offers, which makes it our obligation to do our utmost 
as a Conference to steer and guide the education processes of our 
constituency. 

The purpose of this committee is, basically, fourfold. (1) To 
bring all educational processes into obedience to Jesus Christ. 
(2) To help to maintain our dearly bought heritage of Anabaptist 
doctrine and practice. It is no easy task to keep these in the pro¬ 
cess of education. This is, therefore, a special task. (3) To draw 
together into mutual understanding of the problems and purpose 
of our Conference and the Christian faith of all those in one way 
or another engaged in the education of our constituency. (4) To 
counsel and guide the young people of our Conference and to keep 
contact with those who leave our home communities for academic 
and professional training. 


MESSAGE BY JOHN KNELSEN 
substituting for Abram Leiding 
Scripture reading: 2 Peter 1:1-11. 

The theme — Biblical Progress for the Christian suggest that 
the Bible teaches progress and that the Bible teaches progress 
and the true Christian cannot be idle but press forward to the 
mark. The passage, just read, shows the danger of not making pro¬ 
gress in the Christian life. If there is not growth are we, per- 
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haps, to blame in not having given spiritual food for true growth. 
It is not good enough, according to Peter, to barely enter heaven. 
He calls for an abundant entry. To have faith, purity one must 
daily go to the spring of cleansing, namely, Jesus Christ.

This progress from the beginning — faith — to total love, 
makes the Christian fruitful and not barren.

BRIEF HISTORY OF THE EVANGELICAL MENNONITE 
CHURCH OF CHORTITZ, SASIC. 

In August of 1957 Br. Henry Toews, Paraguay, at that time 
attending Bible school in Manitoba, visited the Sommerfelder 
church in southern Saskatchewan and gave two reports of the 
work among the Indians of Paraguay; showing forth the need of 
more support for this work, Br. Toews’ love for the people of 
Paraguay flowed out to the congregation and a vision for mission 
work was awakened in many. Then on June 2, 1958 Br. Toews 
again came, upon invitation, and at this time plans were laid for 
a series of evangelistic meetings, which, through God’s grace, 
began on June sixth and carried on for ten evenings. The Lord 
worked miracles in these days and many people, both young and 
old, came to the Lord taking a firm stand to serve Him faithfully. 
Soon it became apparent that all this was not in accordance with 
the ways of the church and the Sommerfelder church was dis¬ 
solved and it was announced that those wishing to faithfully follow 
in the old way were invited to bring their names in to the Bishop 
and would then be again entered as members of the church. The 
revived portion of the membership was then left without an or¬ 
ganization, though three of the ministers were also among this 
group; and meetings were held to plan for the future. After a 
number of attempts to work in harmony with the Sommerfelder 
group it was found that this was not the wish of the leaders of 
the church and so other means had to be investigated. Then on 
July the sixth was the ordination for Br. and Sis. Toews and for 
this occasion some of the people from here went to Steinbach 
where they met with and discussed the problems with the ministers 
of the Evangelical Mennonite Church of Steinbach. These were 
sympathetic with the group and promised to help if their help were 
desired. This promise was indeed an encouragement for the group, 
and it was with joy in their hearts that they went home to bring 
the news to their brethren. The news was received with much 
joy and anticipation for a firm and scriptural organization, and 
plans were laid for a series of revival meetings for the last week 
of July and the first week of August. On August eighth the 
Reception Service was held, where a number of the ministers from 
the churches in Manitoba were on hand to officiate; sixty mem¬ 
bers were received into the fellowship at this service. On the 
ninth a brotherhood meeting was held at which the formal install¬ 
ation of the local ministers was effected and other elections were: 
Deacon — John H. Knelsen; Delegates — Peter Wieler and George 
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K. Remple. Sunday the tenth a baptismal service was held at 
which twenty young people were baptized and ten more were re¬ 
ceived into the fellowship in the forenoon and a communion ser¬ 
vice in the afternoon. Showers of blessings were received this 
day. The Lord led for another series of meetings in the last week 
of September and the first week of October. To the glory of God 
another baptismal service was held on October the fifth where 
eight young people were baptized and thirty-six more were re¬ 
ceived into the fellowship of the church, making the total mem¬ 
bership for 1958 one hundred and thirty-four. A communion ser¬ 
vice was held this afternoon and that evening Mr. and Mrs. John 
H. Knelsen were ordained to the office of deacon in the church. 
The Lord did a marvelous work of grace during this year and 
to him be all the honor and the glory for he alone can bring about 
the salvation of a soul.

CHORTITZ, SASKATCHEWAN. 1960 

The Lord has undertaken in a wonderful way again for a num¬ 
ber of young people, in that He was able to save them and give 
them grace to follow Him in baptism. Eaptized on January 31st 
were: Anne Wolfe, Susan Redekop, John Fehr, Henry Fehr, Cornie 
Fehr, George Olfert, John Neufeld, Peter Neufeld, Cornie Neu- 
staeter. Then also received into the fellowship of our church were: 
Br. and Sister Cornie Janzen and Br. and Sister John Wiebe of 
Gouldtown. This brings the total membership to 164. 

Then on February 1st the last of the annual meetings was held, 
and the last of the elections completed. Two new delegates were 
elected and they are Brother Cornie Janzen and Brother Jake 
Wolfe. 

Since the church has been fully organized and officially ac¬ 
cepted into the Evangelical Mennonite Conference, the need of 
electing one of the minister brethren to serve as leader was pre¬ 
sented to the brethren at a previous meeting of the brotherhood. 
Arnold Fast who had previously stated that he did not stand as a 
candidate, was asked, with the permission of the Extension Com¬ 
mittee of Manitoba, to reconsider his stand and also stand as can¬ 
didate for the leadership. The term of office is to be for one year. 
Brother Knelsen was in charge of the election, upon which Arnold 
Fast was elected as leader for one year.

Beginning a new year also brought new opportunities as well 
as new responsibilities; a door opened at Gouldtown and services 
were held there every two weeks, which was later increased to 
every week. Then too there were four trips made in the earlier 
part of the year to the Burns Lake-Vanderhoof area to help out in 
the work and the organization of the group there. In June two 
weeks of evangelistic services were held with a baptismal and com¬ 
munion service on June twenty-eighth where five young people 
were baptized and fourteen more were received into the fellowship 
of the church. That evening the dedication service for our church 
building was held; a day of great blessings from the Lord. On 
September the sixth a group of young people, from the various 
districts in Manitoba, came by chartered bus to fellowship with us; 
this visit was appreciated very much as we were all built up in the 
Lord together. The next week the Executive of the Conference 
came to officially receive this local into the Conference, this was a 
day of real humbling and rejoicing for all of us. The first four 
days of October was our Missionary Conference at which seventeen 
young people dedicated their lives to serve the Lord, wherever He 
might call. During the summer a work was started in the city of 
Swift Current under the direction of Br. Cornie Plett; this work 
has grown and a building has now been purchased and regular 
services are being held on Sunday and midweek. The first week of 
November we had a series of Bible doctrine services with Br. Frank 
D. Reimer as speaker in our Chortitz church and the last week of 
November a week of evangelistic meetings in the Swift Current 
church with Bro. Arnold Fast as speaker. The Lord has greatly 
blessed in the general work of the church during this year; may 
he keep us humble before Him and willing to serve wherever He 
will call; to Him shall be all the honor and the glory. 

DAILY VACATION BIBLE SCHOOL — We had the privilege to 
serve in six places with D.V.B.S. This work was organized under 
a committee led by Br. Cornie Plett, the Lord blessed in this work 
for a number of children made decisions for Jesus. A total of 158 
attended. One of these places proved to be open for Sunday School 
and this was continued there till Christmas, when it had to be dis¬ 
continued because of blocked roads. 

SUNDAY SCHOOL:—The Sunday School has seen a remarkable 
growth. The record attendance stands at 301, and the average 
attendance has been 207. The Sunday School offerings have net¬ 
ted $2,789.13 which is an average offering of $53.63 per Sunday. 
Thirteen classes are held in the church basement and all adults 
are in one class in the main auditorium. Brother Peter Wieler 
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is the Superintendent and Brother George K. Remple is the 
treasurer. 

BIBLE SCHOOL STUDENTS:—Twenty-one of our young people, 
including Rev. David Froese are attending Bible School. Seventeen 
of these are attending the Steinbach Bible Institute, three are at¬ 
tending the Swift Current Bible Institute and one is attending the 
Millar Memorial Bible Institute at Pambrun. Of these one is a 
third year student, twelve are second year students and eight are 
first year students. 

BIBLE STUDY AND PRAYER MEETING:—The church comes 
together every Wednesday evening for Bible study and prayer. 
The ministers and Bro. Knelsen are taking turns in instructing. 
The Epistles are studied one after another. The Bible study is 
followed by a period of prayer. Bible study has also been started in 
the church in Swift Current where Br. Schlamp is now in charge. 

CHRISTIAN ENDEAVOR AND YOUNG PEOPLE’S:—It is the 
aim to have the Christian Endeavor (Jugend Verein) in the Low 
German language and the Young People’s Fellowship in the English 
language. The programs alternate and are held every other Sun¬ 
day. These programs provide opportunities to invite mission¬ 
ary speakers and other guest speakers as well and the offerings 
taken again used to promote the Kingdom of Christ. 

HOME FOR THE AGED:—The church here has no home for the 
aged, and none of the aged of this church are living in such 
provided homes. However the city of Swift Current has provided 
living quarters for aged couples in retirement. The Pioneer Lodge 
consists of around 60 units for aged couples, and where one or the 
other then is called Home, the one then left must take up residence 
in the Lodge where they are being cared for. A group from this 
church ministers to them every second Wednesday afternoon, 
and the work is much appreciated there. 

SEWING CIRCLE:—Since the sisters of this congregation are liv¬ 
ing in such a widely scattered area, not all can come to the meet¬ 
ings. However around 37 sisters meet every third week, where 
the work for the needy is planned and the work is handed out. 
They have sent out a number of layettes for the missionaries on 
the field for distribution to the needy. They have also contributed 
to the mission boards, and also to other charity causes. A fellow¬ 
ship supper was prepared by the sisters in the Spring where they 
presented their needs to the brethren, and the response was 
gratifying. The total amount of money realized during the year 
amounted to $518.00 which has been faithfully dispensed with. 
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MISSIONARY EFFORTS:—Since this is a new church here, there 
have not been any missionaries sent out as yet. We trust that 
soon this will be changed as the students will graduate from the 
Bible Schools. However the brethren have warmly responded to 
the cause of missions as they have given liberally to the Paraguay 
mission field, Western Gospel Mission and other mission societies. 

Since the church was not yet officially accepted into the E.M. 
Conference, the church did not elect a leader for this year. How¬ 
ever the minister brethren elected Br. Schlamp to act as chairman 
for the year. 


CHURCH REPORT FROM STEINBACH 

Much has transpired in the Steinbach congregation in 1959. The 
Lord has been good to us in that He has literally showered us with 
His blessings. We are not worthy of them. 

In the spring of ’59, this congregation moved into the new sanctuary 
of worship. Some parts of the church building were not yet completed 
but the new facilities were most acceptable. In the beginning of ’60, the 
Sunday school building was destroyed by fire. A new education building 
is being planned. 

Two series of special meetings were held. Brother E. M. Yost of 
Denver, Colo., and John Friesen of Saskatoon, were the speakers. 

Twenty persons were baptized and eleven were received into the 
fellowship of the church. This group consisted of persons who came 
from other denominations, from other churches of the conference and 
also a readmission. One sister transferred to another denomination and, 
to our sorrow, two were excommunicated. 

The missionary outreach of the local church continued. Brother 
Dave Schellenberg was ordained to missionary service in September of 
’58, brother Henry Toews in July of the same year, while the Clifford 
Reimers were commissioned in April of ’59. 

A ministerial election was held in February. Corny Plett and 
Edward Reimer were elected as Gospel ministers and Cornelius U. Klassen 
as deacon. Brothers Plett and Klassen were ordained shortly thereafter, 
while brother Reimer has remained minister elect until the present. 

Excellent work has been done by the young people. There is a 
missionary outreach as well as the choir work first under brother Harry 
Neufeld and then under our newly appointed choir director, Henry Hiebert. 
The young people’s director was Peter F. Klassen. 

The Sunday school has recorded a small increase in attendance 
again in ’59. The new superintendent is Harry Neufeld. Approximately 
ninety workers are engaged bv the Sunday school. An active Home 
Department and also Cradle Roll do a special work. Vacation Bible School 
was also part of the work. The school is fully departmentalized. 
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Two Sewing Circles are active, with many blessings attending, in the 
church. Both are responsible for helping the work of MCC, with Christmas 
parcels, quilts, etc. The construction of a new home for the aged has 
afforded much opportunity for the labour of love. Red Rock Lake Bible 
Camp, missionary outfitting, meals for church functions, various painting 
jobs as Christian service, mending for the sick and ailing are areas of con¬ 
centrated help which the Sewing Circles have done. The work has been 
done joyfully.

“I have planted, Appolos watered; but God gave the increase.

It is always a joy to speak of increase in “the Church” both 
in membership as well as “in grace and in the knowledge of our 
Lord and Saviour Jesus Christ.” However, the joy is even greater 
when we realize that the increase, in this respect, is due to the 
working power of the Spirit of God. 

In the past year 12 have been baptized upon their confession 
of Faith; two were accepted into membership from other de¬ 
nominations and four were received into local membership by ex¬ 
tending a welcome to them. 

On the other hand, we have also to report a decrease; which 
is but with heavy hearts. Three were excommunicated during the 
past year; but we praise God for one of them who has been re¬ 
stored and accepted again. Two others have been released from 
membership, however, only for the intention of joining other 
churches. Some have also moved away to other areas but church 
membership has not been transferred yet. 

The Sunday school phase of the church is also quite encour¬ 
aging. The enrollment for the past year was almost 500. Some 
57 teachers and substitutes have been privileged in instructing 
the Word of God. However, due to lack of room the work can not 
proceed as it possibly could.

WINNIPEG 1959 
General Church: 

It is with praise and gratitude to our blessed Lord that we 
of the Winnipeg church look back over the past year. We join 
the Psalmist in these words, “The Lord hath done great things 
for us; whereof we are glad.” Psam. 126:3. Both grave problems 
and wonderful blessings have been our portion. The Lord has 
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graciously seen us through. To His glory we can report of 
growth and progress in the church. This holds true in all phases 
of the work. The Sunday School and Young People’s meetings 
especially show a marked increase in attendance. The attendance 
of the church services has also grown considerably. 

One of the highlights of the year was the series of evangelistic 
meetings held, from April 19 through May 3, with Rev. Henry 
Unrau as evangelist. There were several first time decisions as 
well as a goodly number of rededications. Deep conviction and 
brokeness prevailed. People confessed sins and got right with the 
Lord. We experienced revival. The Lord hath done great things! 

Furthermore, two young people received baptism and entered 
the fellowship of the church. Several others were admitted into 
membership both by letter and transfer from another church of 
the conference. 

Another highlight was the annual fall Missionary Conference 
held from September 13 to 20. The attendance was good. One 
night the church was filled to capacity. Challenging messages 
and missionary reports were given night after night. We were 
brought face to face with our great responsibility of evangelizing 
the world. Many responded to the challenge and publicly reded¬ 
icated their lives to this great task. May God help us all to carry 
out what we have promised to Him. 

In December we were privileged to be host to the E.M.C. 
Ministerial Council meeting. This was a new experience and we 
considered it a step forward. Incidentally, there was a record 
attendance at this meeting. 

It is good to be reminded of blessings in the past, but one 
realizes all too well that there have been problems, moments of 
anxiety, and grave concern. Yet as we face the future we need 
not fear but claim the promise, “My grace is sufficient for thee.” 

Missions: 

Special emphasis was placed upon this all-important respon¬ 
sibility of the church. The missions program included, firstly, an 
extensive city child evangelism effort. Children’s meetings were 
held four evenings per week in the trailer chapel, several more in 
homes and one in the church. Interest and attendance was 
generally good. A number of boys and girls made professions of 
salvation. Secondly, financial support of missionaries working 
under the E.M.C. Board of Missions and several other mission 
boards. 

Sunday School: 

Under the guidance of brother Harvey Klassen and the wil- 
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lingness to work of the staff, the Sunday School has experienced a 
steady growth through the year. The average attendance rose 
from approximately 125 to close to 200. Both the enrolment and 
regular attendance were considerably increased by an enrolment 
contest in which we competed with two other Mennonite churches 
during the last quarter. By the end of the year we had seventeen 
regular classes and our staff numbered twenty-five. A large per¬ 
centage of the pupils attending are from non-Mennonite and non- 
Christian families. For most of these we provide the transport¬ 
ation. 

Vacation Bible School: 

Vacation Bible Schools were held in five different parts of the 
city last summer throughout the city. Approximately two hun¬ 
dred children were reached in this way. 

Ladies’ Mission Group (Sewing Circles): 

The sisters of the church meet every other Monday evening, 
with an average attendance of approximately fifteen. Activities 
during 1959 included the handing out of eighteen parcels to mis¬ 
sionaries. These gifts consisted of handwork and linens. Special 
speakers during the year were Mrs. Frank Koop, Miss Elda 
Krpeker, and Mrs. Menno Reimer.

MEXICO 

II GENERAL REPORT 

As a result of our missionary effort in Mexico in the State 
of Chihuahua, a Spanish-speaking branch to our Conference has 
been formed. This Church had thirty-eight members at the end 
of 1959. Last year the Church doubled in membership. One sister 
was added to the Church at Picacho by water baptism; 17 were 
added by baptism at La Nortena and 1 was baptized in La Granja. 
1 sister passed away in the past year and one brother was ex¬ 
communicated from the Church in La Granja. Basically members 
are now living in five different villages. 

Two congregations now have indigenous Sunday Schools and 
Bible Studies. Both also have their lay pastors. In La Nortena, 
Bro. Manuel Rascon was elected to lead the Church and in La 
Granja the pastoral work is being done by Bro. Roberto Munos. 
Both seem to be doing well in their responsibilities and we trust 
that this will also be a real stepping-stone for the Church in 
Mexico. 

Various governmental and also religious opposition has been 
encountered, but as a rule this has served to revitalize the Church, 
instead of weakening it. 
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As we look back on the growth of this new branch of our Con¬ 
ference we can but lift up our hearts in praise to our Lord and 
Master for that which He has wrought in the past five years. A 
tremendous challenge is also ours as we look into the future of that 
needy land and people. The need at present is for training and 
shaping the potential that the Lord has entrusted into our hands 
and then releasing it on the lost of Mexico.

PRAIRIE ROSE CHURCH REPORT 

“In thee my Lord do I put my trust; let me never be ashamed: 
deliver me in thy righteousness. For thou art my rock and my 
fortress: therefore for thy name’s sake lead me and guide me.” 
Psalm 3:1, 2 . 

We at the Prairie Rose E.M.C. have reason to be thankful for 
the Lord’s leading through the year 1959. There have been times 
of trials and testing, but also times of blessings and joy. 

We had two series of evangelistic meetings, one in the spring 
and one in the fall, closing the fall series with our annual mission¬ 
ary conference. These were times of blessings. Ten members were 
received into the membership of the church, seven were baptized 
and three were received and welcomed into the church who had 
been baptized under the Western Gospel Mission. One member, 
Rev. H. R. Reimer, founder and leader of our church here passed on 
to be with the Lord. 

We elected and ordained two brethren to the preaching minis¬ 
try this year. Then we have three couples and one sister in full 
time mission work, two couples and one sister (who is home on 
furlough) in the foreign field and one couple in extension work. 
The three couples are under the E.M.C. Board of Missions. 

Our Sunday school consists of 23 classes, with average attend¬ 
ance standing at about 275. There are 36 teachers including sup¬ 
erintendents and substitutes. 

We have two Young People’s Committees, one for the German 
and one for the English sessions. They rotate meetings every two 
weeks. The offerings received at these meetings go toward mis¬ 
sionary support, Bible School and the Invalid Home. 

In our D.V.B S. program we had 40 teachers this year. These 
instructed some 480 pupils in 15 different districts. 

We also have an Extension Committee of five brethren. They 
have quite an extensive program and the Lord is opening doors 
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widely in this area. There are 31 workers taking part in this, 
mostly evenings. They are holding Good News Clubs, Sunday 
schools and other meetings in our surrounding districts and Win¬ 
nipeg. This also includes singing in the different Nursing Homes, 
Old Folks Homes and hospitals in Winnipeg. 

Nine of our young people are attending the Steinbach Bible 
Institute. About 40 others are attending Bible and Mennonite His¬ 
tory classes here at home one evening a week. 

It is my desire, to trustingly put my hand in His, that He 
might lead and guide us as a local congregation and as an Evan¬ 
gelical Mennonite Conference to His greater glory.

SEWING CIRCLES, LORETTE 

Our E.M. church at Lorette had four active sewing circles 
in 1959, three senior groups and one junior. The senior groups 
met in the afternoons under the leadership of: Mrs. A. C. Penner, 
Landmark East; Mrs. A. F. Penner, Landmark West; and Mrs. 
J. P. Plett, Willow Ridge. The juniors, known as the Goodwill 
Sewing Circle met every second and fourth Monday of the month 
under the leadership of Mrs. Elnora Kroeker in 1959. Total mem¬ 
bership was about 50. 

All sewing circles were mainly occupied with sewing and knit¬ 
ting for the M C.C. About 500 yards were made up into layettes 
and other clothing in 1959. The seniors have been very busy 
making quilts and blankets for M.C.C. One group averaged one 
quilt per meeting last year. The junior sewing circle also assists 
missionaries to provide them with outfits. Planning and sew¬ 
ing for a family for five years in advance can be quite a job. 

The total income for 1959 from all four sewing circles com¬ 
bined was $1,275.80. Approximately $665.00 was used for mission¬ 
ary gifts and support, about $204.00 for Christmas bundles for 
M.C.C.. $200.00 for M.C.C. donations, and $128.00 for the In¬ 
valid Home. The rest was used for miscellaneous things like 
Children’s Homes, Indians, the home church and the Leper Mission. 

Our aims and objectives are probably best expressed in the 
motto of the Goodwill Sewing Circle; “Therefore my beloved ‘sis¬ 
ters’, be ye steadfast, unmovable, always abounding in the work 
of the Lord, forasmuch as ye know that your labor is not in vain 
in the Lord.”

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GENERAL REPORT E.M.C. BURNS LAKE, B.C. 

During the month of September, 1958, Henry Toews, mission¬ 
ary candidate to Paraguay, conducted evangelistic meetings in this 
area. The Lord blessed this undertaking and many came to a 
saving knowledge of Christ. These new converts had a hard 
struggle because their home churches did not approve of this kind 
of evangelism and conversion. These new born babes in Christ 
however were determined to hold fast their new found faith and 
joy. After seeking God’s guidance by prayer and waiting upon 
God, a number felt led to investigate the possibilities of uniting 
with the Evangelical Mennonite Conference. The constitution 
of the E.M.C. was examined and found to be satisfactory. On 
February 22, 1959, twenty-two members were received into the 
fellowship of the E.M.C. This was the beginning of the E.M.C. in 
British Columbia. 

About Elmer Klassen and Justina Martens? 

On May 31, 1959, two more were received into fellowship. In 
the fall of 1959 a couple moved into the area bringing the total 
membership to twenty-eight at New Year 1960. 

Ministers David Froese, Peter Schlamp and John Knelsen 
of Swift Current, and D. K. Sehellenberg of Steinbach have minis¬ 
tered to the group for short periods of time. Since July, 1959 Abe 
Ungers has been in charge of the work here. 

Two evangelistic campaigns were conducted: one in the latter 
part of May and the other in October. B. D. Reimer was the 
speaker at both. 

The first meeting in connection with a site and church building 
was held March 11, 1959. It was here agreed to buy a lot on Gerow 
Island, near Burns Lake, for 900 dollars. The cornerstone was 
laid on May 25. Sunday school and services began in this new 
church August 9. The church was dedicated November 22, 1959. 
The size of the church is 30’ x 50’ with full basement. The cost 
was 3,600 dollars without labor. 

From February 22 to August 2, services were held in the 
N.C.E.M. church. 

The average attendance at Sunday school and service at Burns 
Lake is forty-five. The average attendance at the services at 
Endako Sunday evening is thirty. Jugendverein is held every last 
Sunday in the month. Young People’s bi-weekly Prayer meeting 
is bi-weekly, alternating with Young Peoples on Thursday even¬ 
ings. Evening educational and Bible classes were conducted weekly 
at Vanderhoof, and alternating weekly at Burns Lake and Endako. 
Classes were held from November 1, 1959 to March 31, 1960 with 
good attendance throughout. One “Good News Club” is held at 
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Endako with twelve in attendance. V.B.S. was conducted with 
good attendance. The “Pine Tree Mission Sewing Circle” came into 
being in November, 1959 with eleven ladies present. Meetings 
are held monthly. Projects are: Leper Mission, M.C.C. and local 
needy families.

MacGREGOR REPORT 

Looking back upon the 1959 work and events of our congre¬ 
gation at MacGregor, we must utter praise and thanksgiving unto 
God for His faithfulness. 

Truly, there have been trying times but also times of rich 
blessing. Two highlights that might be worthy of mention are 
the D.V.B.S. work and the liquidation of our remaining church 
building debt. 

After a number of years of hardly any D.V.B.S. activity be¬ 
cause of a lack of teachers we were again able to conduct five 
successful schools this past summer. Teachers coming to us from 
Winnipeg and Morris to the east and all the way to Saskatchewan 
and B.C. to the west. Close to 100 children attended these schools, 
showing a deep interest, some of whom are unable to attend a 
Sunday school. 

The paying off of our last church debt was also a joyful event. 
Even though the church building is not finished, every dollar now 
coming into the building fund may be spent on further work. Work 
on the Sunday school partitions in the basement is to start after 
New Year’s. 

Sunday school and morning worship take place every Sunday 
morning. Christian Endeavor (Jugendverein) every first and third 
Sunday evening, Bible study and prayer meeting every Wednes¬ 
day evening, in the church in summer, in the homes in winter. 
The attendance has greatly improved over previous years. Young 
People’s and choir practise on Friday nights, although towards 
the end of the year it was changed to Saturday night. A special 
Young People’s program was to be held every fourth Sunday of the 
month, but did not always materialize. 

The Ladies Aid meet in homes every second Tuesday in the 
month. 

Three special series of meetings were held during the past 
year. In April a two-week Bible and Missionary Conference with 
Rev. Ben D. Reimer as the main speaker, a week of evanglistic 
meetings in August with Rev. J. J. Neufeld of Horndean and a 
week in December with Rev. Jacob Nickel of Elm Creek. 
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Missionaries out in the field from here are Rev. and Mrs. 
Ben Friesen at Wynyard, Saskatchewan under the Western Gospel 
Mission. Larry and Marvin Thiessen have spent a considerable part 
of the summer in evangelistic work with Rev. Ben D. Reimer.

KLEEFELD CHURCH 

Many blessings accompanied the various activities of our 
church. The Sunday School, starting at 9:45 every Sunday has 
now reached an enrollment of over 200. Milton Fast is the super¬ 
intendent. 

Worship services start at 10:45 A.M. Every third Sunday of 
the month the service is in English. Four song leaders take turns 
in directing the singing of the congregation. The church choir, 
directed by John Koop, plays an important part in our special 
services and extension work. Jugendverein and Young People’s 
sessions are held every four weeks. The former is particularly 
appreciated by the older folk because it still includes a fair amount 
of German. During the winter months Bible courses were taught 
on Wednesday evenings, which were well attended. Seventeen 
teachers taught D.V.B.S. in five schools with an enrollment of 135 
during the summer months. 

Two campaigns of evangelistic meetings were held during 
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the year with the ministers Arnold Fast and H. P. Friesen as 
speakers. Ten young people were baptized and received into the 
church. The sisters Mrs. Jacob I. Dueck and Mary Fast passed 
away as well as a baby of the John Koops. Milton Fast was elected 
and ordained to the ministry and Jake Dueck was called as a 
deacon. 

We have an Extension Committee which is responsible for 
conducting meetings in needy surrounding areas and also dis¬ 
tributes tracts in Winnipeg. Our church library tries to fill a 
need for Christian literature. George Fast serves on the C.M.R.C. 
and our Board of Missions. Jacob W. Friesen serves on the Invalid 
Home Board. 

In November we had our first three-night. Mission Confer¬ 
ence. Missionaries from Brazil, Mexico and Home Missions at¬ 
tended. Even Rev. Tanner from the Lepers Mission assisted. 

Our Sewing Circle of some 28 ladies meets in our local church 
every two weeks.

RIDGEWOOD CHURCH 

The Lord hath done great things for us whereof we are glad, 
Psalm 126:3, is what we can say with a heart full of gratitude as 
we look back over the year 1959. Since our last year book was 
published our church has come into existence, and we take pleas¬ 
ure in giving a brief report of its origin and activities. Unlike 
many other churches this was actually an outgrowth of the 
Blumenort district. Increased membership, lack of Sunday School 
accommodation plus the distance for some members were factors 
contributing to the consideration of establishing an additional 
local church, called Ridgewood. October 5th, 1958, this new church 
was opened to the public with a membership of just over 100 and 
a Sunday School enrollment of about the same plus adult classes. 
Some of our church functions were still closely linked up with 
those of the mother church, like Bruderschaften, Extension work 
and Young People’s activities. Since meetings of various types 
became too numerous, we decided to terminate some of the joint 
affairs, thus making further organization essential. This called 
for the election on June 23, 1959, of a minister in the person of 
Br. H. W. Kornelsen, and P. P. Friesen was elected from the 
Blumenort ministry to take over leadership of this church for a 
four-year term. 

Besides the usual activities like Young People’s, Jugend-verein 
and Extension Sunday School our young people engaged in a tract 
distribution program for which regular meetings are held to pro¬ 
mote and organize this type of work. D.V.B.S. was held in con¬ 
junction with Blumenort which in some places laid the groundwork 
for successful Sunday School and Evangelistic meetings. The 
brethren in charge of this work are Rev. H. W. Kornelsen, Ed 
Toews and Johnny Janzen. 
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A choir committee of three, the members of which are ap¬ 
pointed in the following manner: one each, from the ministry, the 
general assembly and the choir itself. A temporary committee 
was set up for planning and arranging special programs. Sing¬ 
ing practice is held weekly under the direction of Br. Isaac J. 
Loewen. Membership is open to all church members who are asked 
to be dedicated vessels fit for the Lord’s use. 

Sunday School is being carried on under the supervision of 
Br. Frank P. Thiessen with Br. Frank J. Toews assistant and 
Br. Ed Toews as general secretary. Besides the 18 teachers the 
S.S. 6 substitute teachers, 6 extension workers and 2 recording 
secretaries. Offerings are raised for local charity, mission pur¬ 
poses and the cost of S.S. material. 

Two evangelistic campaigns were held with the ministers 
John P. Loewen and Archie Penner serving, which resulted in 
spiritual strengthening of the church. Three converts were bap¬ 
tized and received into church fellowship by Bishop D. P. Reimer 
and three couples were united in holy matrimony. One missionary, 
Sister Helen Loewen is serving with the “New Tribes” under the 
auspices of the E.M.C. Board of Missions. The Bill Penners both 
teach school in northern Manitoba. Looking into the vast harvest 
field we see much still undone and our prayer is that the Lord 
would inspire us to even better and more fruitful work. 

Report on Sewing Circle 

Our sewing group of approximately 25 ladies gathers monthly, 
although we have special meetings wheni quilts and comforters are 
made. Since the building of the Ridgewood church’ we have gath¬ 
ered in the church basement instead of in the various homes, as 
previously. We concentrate on sewing for the C.M.R.C., in¬ 
cluding Christmas bundles. In addition we sew for the Invalid 
Home, the Hospital, etc. This year we sponsored a Mission Even¬ 
ing and Supper instead of the customary Mission Sale, to raise run¬ 
ning expenses as well as for charity. Mrs. Ed Toews represents 
the Ladies Aid at the Invalid Home, and Mrs. Frank J. Toews that 
of the local Hospital.

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GENERAL MISSIONS REPORT 


The year, 1959, has seen growth, increase and change in the missions 
enterprise of the E.M. Conference. More missionaries are on the field 
than ever before. The budget has doubled. A new procedure of placing 
missionaries in the Mexico field has been started. This promises much, 
it seems. A new mission station, primarily for the Sanapana Indians of 
Paraguay has been opened by brother Henry Toews. This has been 
done in conjunction with the Mennonite mission board of the Menno 
Colony. The home front has received considerable attention. A church 
building has been purchased by the E.M. Church of Chortitz, Saskatchewan, 
in co-operation with the other churches of the Conference and in con¬ 
junction with the extension arm of the Board of Missions. A work has 
been started at Portage la Prairie. A number of families have moved 
to this city and a church building programme is being inaugurated. Flin 
Flon and The Pas are also on the planning list. Some contacts have 
already been established at the former place. The keynote throughout 
the Conference is ADVANCE. 

A re-organization of the entire structure of the Board of Missions 
took place. The work is divided into four major areas. These are: the 
Mexico field, the Paraguay field, the home field (extension) and the 
Winnipeg and probationary area. Each area is administered by a com¬ 
mittee of three, the chairman of which is a member of the general executive 
committee of the mission board. This executive committee is presided over 
by the chairman of the total board. The board members are representatives 
of all the local churches of the Conference.

HOME MISSIONS 

The Home Missions Committee consists of five members which 
at present (1959) are: Cornelius P. Dueck, chairman; F. P. Kroeker, 
vice-chairman; Nich K. Friesen, treasurer; Melvin S. Dueck, sec¬ 
retary and Nich F. Eidse. 

One of the major projects this year, directed by the committee, 
was the purchasing of a church in the Town of Morris. Regular 
church services are being held there now, also Sunday school, Bible 
study and Christian Endeavor programs. At present the work 
is considered as a mission outreach and most of the workers are 
from the home church. It is expected, however, that the church 
will eventually become autonomous. During the letter part of the 
year the committee appointed Bro. C. B. Loewen (missionary on 
furlough) as leader of the church. Three other brethren were 
appointed to act as a church committee. 

The bi-weekly services in the Morris Hospital are still being 
continued. The committee makes the arrangements for services 
and selects the singers and speakers. More Christian books and 
Gospel literature has also been added to the Hospital library. 

A group of singers, led by Bro. Elmer P. Siemens, together 
with one of the local ministers, render gospel programs at the Nin¬ 
ette Sanitorium every second Tuesday of the month. One dozen 
Cree new Testaments have been purchased which are to be dis¬ 
tributed to the Indians at the Institution. 

D.V.B.S. is always a highlight on the home missions program. 
This year 62 young people served 71 man-weeks in actual class in- 
truction. These Bible classes were held in 19 different places, not 
including the home district. Some 520 pupils were enrolled. An 
extra “tent-gang” helped in transplanting the tent to places where 
neither church nor school was available for such work. 

Extension Sunday schools are usually the products of D.V.B.S. 
work. Throughout the summer, groups went out every Sunday to 
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teach Sunday schools at: Marquette, Meadow Lea, Lake Francis, 
Woodlands, Morris and of late also Roseisle. 

During the first half of the year Bro. and Sister John Harms 
were serving at the Woodlands Mission Station. Regular Sunday 
services have been held and also Sunday school. In addition to this 
Bro. Harms visited five to seven schools weekly and presented the 
gospel message. This winter Melvin Duecks has again taken over 
the work there. Progress is slow; the area is very needy and the 
adversaries are many. 

The Young People’s — and Other Activities 

In addition to those opportunities for service offered by the 
missions committee, the young people still seek other open doors. 
This year five served in the M.C.C. Summer Service Units in vari¬ 
ous Canadian hospitals. 

Some are also entering the teaching profession endeavoring to 
serve the Lord in that way. Sister Olga Plett is teaching at Thicket 
Portage some 800 miles north, while Sister Elizabeth Remple is 
teaching close to Mafeking more than 400 miles north from here. 
Rev. P. J. B. Reimer continued to teach at the Goodwill Collegiate 
at Grunthal. Others are still preparing for service: three are at¬ 
tending Teacher’s College; some 22 are attending the Steinbach 
Bible Institute (among which are missionary on furlough C. B. 
Loewen and Bro. F. P. Kroeker); and two are attending the Men- 
nonite Collegiate Institute. A number of young sisters are also in 
nurses’ training. 

“Jugendverein” sessions are held on the last Sunday of every 
month. These are mostly in the German language. Young People’s 
meetings are held bi-weekly on Fridays throughout the year. This 
year the local Young People’s sponsored a “Youth Conference” in 
conjunction with the semi-annual “United Young People’s”. The 
guest speaker was Pastor B. Charles Hostetter. The themes dealt 
with were as follows: Biblical Non-resistance; What is Worldliness; 
Keep Yourself Pure; Investing Your Life; The Need for Holy Liv¬ 
ing ; The Heathen — Our Responsibility. 

During the winter months Bible Study classes are also being 
conducted. The courses taken this year were: Christian Steward¬ 
ship ; God’s Great Salvation; Sermon on the Mount; and Living for 
Christ. A mid-week “Bibelstunde” and prayer meeting was also 
started this fall. 

Choirs are divided into both “Junior” and “Senior” with Bro. 
A. J. L. Friesen and Bro. D. L. Friesen as their respective directors. 
Programs have been rendered by the choirs in various places 
throughout the year.
